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Ax inquest was held on board her Majesty's ship Bt. George, at 

Falmoutn, on Saturday afternoon, on the body of Samuel Warren, 
aged t wen'y-four, a seaman and diver bslongiog to that ship, who 
was suffocated on Friday afternoon while diving in Falmcu:h har- 
bour. ‘Tho deceased had previously been a diver on board her Ma- 
jetty's ship Cambridge. йә went down from s boat between two 
and three o'c'ock on the previous Friday sfternoon, in thirteen and 
a half fathoms of water, ét the spot where the Bt. George is lying, 
for the purpose of regoveriag s set of boat's crutches that had been 
lost from the St. George. He seleoted his own attendants for the 
occasion from the ship's company, and arranged with them the 
signals, which were to bs “one pull less air," “two pulla more 
^ir," “three pulls to come up.” About half a minute after he 
was down he siznalled for more air, aud more was pumped dowa. 
Warren than walked about one fathom and a half, there being aboat 
fifteen fathoms and а half of air pipes out, when he sizualled to 
come up. He had been about {опг minutes down, aud the boat's 
crew were about two míigu'ei ia ра од him up. (he inouthpicca 
of the dress was taken off bsfore he was taken into the bost, aud 
he put his right band across his mouth. The diviog dress was 
immediately taken off, ana Warren was carried oa boarl the Bi. 
George; his face, ears nostrils, and hclanet were covered with 
blood. Ho did not speak, bat gave a convaleive straggle, gud died 
just before he was got on board. Tae diviag dress was s new oue, 
which the deceased had borrowed from the Falmouth Dock Com- 
pany. it was found on examiostion tuat the air pipe had burst at 
about nine fathoms from the helmet, and that the valve for the 
«utiet of the foul air was fss'ened. This had occasioned au extra 
pressure on the tabe, aud Бело the accident Means were resorted 
to ог more than њи hour (ә restore the deceased, but without any 
app: ent result. The jary returned а verdict w That deceased was 
вої > ted by over-pressure of air while diving, in consequence of 
the es ape valve of the apparatus being set, and that no blame 
attache’ to any one except the decoased himself.” 

Ох Monday, Mr. Payne, the City coroner, held an inquest at tho 
Vestry-hall, t’sir-street, Southwark, respecting the deatu by suicide 
of Mary Aan Mann, aged forty-three. John Маге, No 3, Blue 
Anchor-road, Bermoudsey, said that on Saturday morning, about 
eight o'clock, he was crossing London-bridge. A boy called cui to 
hia, * Master, here i$ à woman going to drown herself.” de then 
saw the decease with one leg over the parapet of the bridge She 
was standivg in the middle recess of the centre arch. He rushed 
forward and caught holi of her by the arm. Shoe struggled fear- 
foliy. He tried to pull her back, but he could not до во. He then 
threw himself forward in order to preveot her leaping into the 
river, bat ће found that she was dragging him with her. Не then 
le: her go, and ehe fell into the water. Her head was first dashed 
ар ов, the stonework of the bridge The witness just saved his 
own life. George Mann, No. 10, Great Arthur-street, ot. Lute's, а 
cigar-maker, said that the deceased was his wife. For the last 
eight weeks she had been very ill. She frequently said that she 
would go and drown hers |f, becauso she had dreadful pains in her 
bark Mrs E Speller said that the deceased had а fall down stairs. 
Aftec that she sa'd to witness “I feel во low-spirited that Тера go 
and ki'l myselt.” The coroner haviog sunmed up, the jary re- 
turved a verdict of Suicide while of uusound mind.” 

Ох Monday afierooon, shortly befo:e three o'clock, a very destruc- 
tive tire took place near the Clapham junction of the Soath- 
Western Rsilway on the premises belonging to Mr. 'T. Wiuson, 
Хо 2, Backland-terrace, Lavender-road, Watterses.

gines taken int» Pilgrim-street, aud having pulled up the iron 
gratings, the firemen were lowered with the branches in hand, and 
although nearly stifled with the bnrning chemicals they were 
ensbled to g-t the fire subdued. The basement aud counting- 
honse «re, however, very much damaged , bat fortunately the bos ks 
were all saved in a fire- proof safe, во that the business will not be 
materially retarded 

AN alarming aud fatal accident oconrred on Tuesday morning at 
the Camden-road Station of the North-London Railway. As the 
express train for Fenchurch-street was about to s'art at half-past 
nine, the boiler of the еп Аре suddenly exploded, the fragmenta

GARDENING OPERATIONS FO& THE WEEK. 


KITCHEN GARDEN —Bow red Dutch cabbage for summer use, 
and prick out plants of former so wings in nursery beds, to get stocky, 
prior to fioal planting. Give celery plenty of water before earthin 
up. [a this latter process, kcep the soil close round the plants, an 
prevent dirt getting to the heart. Potatoes intended for seed may 
be taken up and exposed to the sun till they green Sow spin.ch 
for the whole of the winter supply. Remove all leaves that shade 
the f-uit of tomatoes Plant out the latest crops of broccoli. 
Remove weak and meless shoots, cead leaves, &:, of cucumbers 
Bo v lettuce (the hardy sorte), to stand throvgh ihe winter. Sow 
turnips, aftor rain, for spring use. 

Power GARDEN.—Propagation of stock for next season should 
be com uenced ia esraest, in order to secure a Jot of strong plante 
ready for exposure to the open sir next month, to harden them off 
to stand though tho wicter. Anemones should be taken up and 
placed in в dry р'асе, while fresh seed may be sown, with the least 
sprinkling of earth over tho seed. — Re-pot auriculas, and layer 
carnations and picottees wiih mt delay. Thin out dahlias, part 
daisies, and water hol!yhocke liberally. 


Fnurr GARDEN —Make fro-h plantations of strawberries, and

FRANCE 

The Princa and Princess of Walea are experted through Paris 
shortly oo their way to Denmark. The Emperor of the French із 
also expec'ed to return King Leopold's visit oa the 26:h by a trip 
to Brussels. 

M. Dufour, the naval surgeon-in-obief at Cherbourg, has pub- 
lished & paper on the wounds of the sailors belonging to the Kear- 
sage snd Alabama placed under his саге, Oot of fifteen, one has 
died and two are sill in a precarious state. Тре remaining thirtoen 
being endowed with good constitutions, are out of danger. Tho 
conquerors and the conquered sleep in the same ward, and are on 
the most friendly terms with each other. The wounds they re- 
ceived were for the most part caused by wooden splinters and not 
by projectiles, or by the fragments of shells. 


AMERICA. 

General Grant exploded а miue in Baruside's front, blowing up а 
battery of sir guus. Tho troops advancing through the o E 
carried the first line of entrenchuents. but advanciug further, were 
repulsed with а loss of 4 000 to 5,000 men. After the firat on- 
slaught the negro troops were demoralieed. A truce was agreed 
upon to bury the dead General Burnside wag slightly wounded 
President Líucola prooseded to Рог: Monroe, and had an interview 
with General Graut. 

The Confederates have returned to Varyland ia force, and bave 
oc»upied Hagerstown. It із reported that Grant is moving on 
Washington. 

Another account says :—“ Grant's movement north of the James 
River was a feint to cover а grand assault upon Petersburg, which 
was opened at daylight on Saturday, by springing a mine under a 
Confederate earth work in front of Burnside position. Six tons of 
gunpowder were exploded, carrying the fort iato the air, and bury- 
fog 250 Confederates in the ruine. Immediately the Federal ar- 
tfilery opened along the whole line, amid the fire of which Burn- 
side charged aud seized the ruined f rt and 8 portion cf the works 
upon either side. He then attempted to push on to the second liue 
of defences, but was driven back by the terrific fire of the Con- 
federates. A reserve division of negro troops was afterwards 
thrown forward, and met with a similar fate. Tne Confederates 
then, in their turn, charged, aud ultimately drove the Federals, 


white and coloured mingling in confusion, back to 
tneir ontrenchmeats held previous to the assault. Grant's 
loss is very heavy, no estimate placing it below 50.0 


while many carry it as high as 10.000 — Barnside was wounded, 
and General Bartleit captured President Lincoln and General Grant 
met at Fortress Monroe on Sunday, and proceeded to Norfolk, on 
board а steamer, for consulta'ion. Inthe afternoon Mr. Lincoln re- 
turned to Wasuington, and Grant to his head-qaartera. Nothing is yet 
known of their desision ; but iç is rumoured tuat the whole Potomac 
army will be immediately trausferred to Washington, in anticipa- 
tion of an advance against that capital by General Lee, at the head 
ot hia entire force.”

BALLOON ADVENIUBRE IN SOUTH AMER!CA. 

Os Sanday, at two pm, the balloon * Washington" was brought 
fcum ths gas-house to Ptazs Victoria. At balf-past two. all arrange- 
ments being comyl-ted, with tho assistance of Mr. Simpson, the 
signal was given to let go, aud iho aiv ship slow!y mounted into 
Space, passing over the C lon Tucatre, amid the joyful exclama- 
tions of several thousand persons. Oa reaching a height of 3.500 
yards be found the wind chang-d, and abandoned his former route 
When passing over the inner aud outer roads ђе saluted tho vessels, 
waving the American and Argentine flaga which was replied to 
from the several mastheads. the acigut being at tuat time about 
2 000 yarde, he was still enabled to bear tho cheeripg on board thy 
vessels. As soon as the wind changed, he de'ermined to take, if 
possible, a weet current, which wouid bring him to this side of the 
Plate. The balloon gradually coscended till the anchora touched 
the water, being then some fifteen miles from the Belgrano shore. 
As the balloon began to drag slong the water, Mr. Wells threw 
out ballast, and again rose, attaining 8 height of 4 000 yarde in the 
direction of the Carapachay I:lsuds About four p.m., the hour 
being near sunset, the balloon became more condeosed, and de- 
scended more rapidly than at first, un il the anchors again touched 
the water, but the aeronaut’s efforts to get а permanent hold were as 
fruitless as before. Accordingly ће again threw oat ballast, ава 
rose about 3 000 yards, in the direction of San Fernando. Comiug 
down a fourth time, still over the centre of Hiver Plate, he cat 
а vay his anchors, and straggled з: тееп the lower air currents 
towards the islands Thesun hid now set, and, coming down a 
fifth time, he was obliged to cut away the car in order further to 
lighten the balloon, and in another flight reach either terra firma or 
the islands. Then taking his eeat oa the hoop attached to the 
ropea, 4nd putting on two life-bslts, besides attaching the gas-bag 
by а line of 100 fect, во «s to servo for а buoy in oase of need, he 
ascended a sixth time, and hi;her than before, pageing through the 
clouds, and reaching «bout 6 000 yarde. Here the eun seemed to 
him again to rise, aud after a short interval set in the most extra- 
ordinary splendour. The cold was so excessive that hia feet be- 
came quite numb and the ends of the rope which had draggediu the 
water glittered with an ісу covering. Lhe heavy dew and great 
condensation of gas, from excessive cold, cansed the balloon to 
descend rapidly. On toushizg the water he contrived to shift his 

aition from the hoop to the gas-bag, and the balloon dragging 
or some time, Mr. Welle was up to his waist in water, whilst he 
rapidly procseded towards our coast. Soon, however, the warm 
atmosphere caneed the balloon again to rise, tnis time about 100 
yards Mr. Wells was now ia a critical position, holding o», 
seated on the gas-bag, which hung on a slender cord from the 
balloon. ‘Che gas-bag began to revolve rapidly, but luckily his 
head did not grow dizzy, and the cord did not break, al:hongh 
twi-ting in an alarming manner. The balloon gradually lost iis 
power and again descended, Mr. Wells being overjoyed to ses, by 
the moonlight, its shadow increasing on the water. He was then 
dragged as before along the surface of the water at the rate of eight 
or ten miles an hour; and afier an exciting ride (which he сош- 
pares to aleigh-driving on the snow) of about ninety minuies, 
reached the suore. The people of San Isidore showed lights and 
rockets, which greatly cheered him, as he was ignorant of the 
direction in which he went. At last he was deposited in a swamp, 
aud forced to abandon the balloon, which, being free of its weight, 
rose impetuously to & great height, passing over San Fernando in 
& westeriy direction.— Buenos Ayres Standard (June 15).

Grant's LossEs.—Some idea of the losses during Grant's cam- 
paign may be gathered from the fact that many regiments have 
been nearly annihilated. The local papers all over the country 
tell the same story concerning organizations that have gove from 
their respective localities. They each think that their regiments 
have suffered the most of avy in the army. The Auburn Advertiser 
learns throngh private sources that the L11th has oeen consolidated 
with the 125th, 126'h, and 27. New York Regiments. Less than 
two years ago these regiments went out from among ue 8 0 to 
1,00) stroog. At least two of them were among the prisoners 
taken by Stonewall Jackson at Harper's Ferry, and were bat little 
exposed on the field until the battle of Gettysburg. Doubtless all 
ot them have received more or less recruits in the meantime. 
But now we see that four noble New York Regiments, after

THE WAB IN NEW ZEALAND. 
(From the Melbourne Argus of June 25.) 

Tae last mail for England left the New Zealand war in this posi- 
tion :— The Gate Pah at Tauranga, to which the Maories had fled 
from Orakau, bad been stormed, and the stormers repulsed with the 
losa of Captain Hay, of the Harrier, Captain Hamilton, of the Esk, 
aud other officers and men who could iil be spared. The repulse 
proved in the end to bes attempt st retreat through the 
breach to Wairoa, where the rebels had a pah, the position of which 
was deemed almost impregegble. Advices from Taranaki stated 
that the outlying settle been compelled by the Maories to 
abandon their atesiong в: and take refuge in the town. ‘Che 
latter were ereoting a pash at urapur& where they awaited rein- 
forcements from W: Attac. the town by land and 
water. The town was consequently greatly excited, and the inha- 
bitants under arms night and day. It was also asserted that poor 
Captain Lloyd's head was still displayed (о influence the wavering 
and friendly tribes to join the rebels. In reply to a Maori deputa- 
tion anxious to know what terms of peace would be aooep'ed, the 
general briefly replied, “ Submission to the Queen's authority." 
Var latest information of the progress of the war was received only 
а few days aince, and more than a fortnight after the date of pre- 
vious advices. No fresh military movements had taken place, but 
the Маопег were hourly expecied to attack Wata Wata. 

An eplsode of the war cannot be omitted from our narration. It 
happened in this wise The Auckland New Zea/ander had, in an 
article published on the 1st of Juae, referring tothe death of Captain 
Hamilton, of the Esk, stated :— 

“ It ia feared that thie brave officer was cruelly deserted by his 
men, who were seized with a panic and fled back to our position, 
after being gallantly led as the forlorn hope to the attack. It is 
true it wav a critical moment, but if the men had displayed half the 
courage and dariog of their officers, a very different result would 
have to be chronicled respecting this unfortunate encounter.” 

This offended the seamen of the Esk, who, in numbers sixty 
strong, came down to the office, and commenced proceedings which 
portended pulling the buildiog—a wooden one—down. One of 
these men cried out, " We have the authority of our offloors for 
what we are doing.” Magistrates interfered to prevent violence, 
the police were called, and Commodore Sir William Wiseman ap- 
pealed to, but in vain. The polics were unable to cope with the 
rioterg, and the commodore corroborated the assertion that tho 
officers connived at the riot by not interfering. "l'emporizing was 
resorted to, and on the promise that an extraordinary edition should 
issue, retracting the previous statement, the seamen retired. The 
extraordinary edition came ont with a rid:culous denial of the charge 
against the Naval Brigade, and attributing the panic which caused 
the sudden retreat to a mistske of the 68:h Regiment. This, it was 
also mentioned, was the substance of the statement made by the 


rioting seamen, and і; was signed “John P. Beckett, Quarter- 
master.” 


THE PARIS FETES. 


THESE fetes opened on Monday; and, by common consent, there 
wasa truce to everything except pleasure. A splendid day en- 
hauced the enjoyment of the numerous amusements provided by 
Government. At six on Monday morning saccessive salvoes of 
artillery announced that tha national festival had commenced. At 
one o'clock tbe authorities proseeded to Notre Dame, where mass 
was celebrated, and terinira'ed, as in all the other churches, with a 
Te Deum The civil and military favctionaries were resplendent 
in their golden costumes, and not one bnt many firmaments of stars 
glittered upon their patriotic bcgoms. Very early the streets lead- 
iag to the different theatres were pretty tightly jammed by candi- 
dates for fre» aduission, aud those whom fortune favoured with a 


place enjoyed the treat, although the heat was very great. The 
Palace des Invalides was densely filled, and the mili- 
tary pantomimes, аз usual, gava intensa satisfaction. 


Th» Parisians and visitors having a nautical turn of mind, were 
gratified by a regatta on the Seine. All the world seems to have 
*! repdezvous" at Paris, and if the upper ten thousand were not in 
forc», their absence was more than supplied and compensated by the 
tens of thousands of provincials, whose happy faces testified both 
tbe pleasure they enjoyed, and th» pride thoy felt in their beautifal 
capital. 

The English visitors were very numerous. At nine the grand 
display of fireworks took place, and then the goneral illumination, 
which transformed the Place de la Concorde into a fairy land. 

The Emperor was present, and was warmly cheered wherever he 
was recognised

TaRASHING A BEDUCER.— T wo labouring men, named William 
Wainer and William Eastgate, were charged before the county 
magistrates at Boston, on Wednesday last, with commi'ting a 
violent assault проп Francis Marlowe, cottager. The defence was 
that the complainant, who 18 a married man, full fifty years of age, 
tad seduced the daughter of Wainer, а girl only fourteen years of 
аде. A few days since he was caught by Mr. Ellis, farmer, with 
whom the gir) now resides, prowling about his farmstead, and Mr. 
Ellis, Коо wiag bis vile object, gave him a g»od thrashing and kicked 
him off his grounds. On Saturday the father and seducer met, and 
the conversation fell on the subject of the poor girl’s wrongs. The 
father challenged Marlowe out to fight. Marlowe slunk out at the 
back door. Wainer followed him, acoompanied by Eastgate, his 
brother-in-law, and а fight took place on the highway, in whioh 
Marlowe received а severe beating. The bench said they must not 
allow their feelings to overpower their sense of justice. The de- 
fendant Wainer had no right to take the law into his own hands. 
If Marlowe had wronged him, the law would provide a remedy. 
Under the circumstances, however, they should only ioflict a fine 
of 1з. вод 178. 6d. costs. The information against Eastgate was 
dismissed, at complainant's cost. Several gentlemen who were in 
court immediately subscribed, and paid not only the defendant's 
expenses, but presented him with а trifle to reimburse him for his 
day's labour.—Stamford Mercury.

ESOAPE OF TWO LIONS. 

GREAT excitement prevailed in the neighbourhood of the Above- 
bar-street, Southampton, on Satarda night in consequence of two 
lions having escaped from Wombweli’s menagerie "I he exhibition 
is located in the West Marlands-park, at the back of the Aigh- 
streot, on а portion of the ground used for the drill of the rife 
corps. Being Saturday evening а larger number of spectators | hax 
usual attended the exhibition, and а large crowd of persons had 
also assembled outside. It appears from the statement of those 
who were present that about nine o'clock the keeper announced his 
intention to enter the dens for the purpose of putting the animals 
through their usual performances, aud for this purpose he first pro- 
ceeded to that carriage occupied by two lions, the visitors, as usual 
on such occasions, rushing to that part of the exhibition. The 
keeper, after addressing a few words to his audience, opened the 
iron-barred door of the carriage, apparently with the usual cantion 
observed at exhibitions of the kind, when suddenly one of the lions 
leaped upon the keeper's back, followed by the other, and both 
animals sprang out of their den and amongst those assembled 
round the carriage. Ono of the bewsts continued leaping about 
amongst the visitors, many of whom were knocked down and 
sprawling on the ground, aod those who were more fortunate were 
flying about ín a state of terror, aud for a short time tbo greatest 
excitement prevailed. This anim») was soon secured by tho 
keepers, who then went in search of the other lion, which, instead 
of amusing itself inside the exhibition, bonnded up the steps, and 
sprang from the pletform amongst the people assembled outside, 
who immediately fledin all directions. The Нот bounded across 
the park, towards the Savings "auk, and one of tho houses in the 
terrace having its door open, walked into the psassge snd thence 
into the parlour, where two ladies were sitting, who fled tbrough 
the folding doors into the adjoining room and thence up-stairs. 
The keepers arriving, the lion was soon secured and caged. Several 

were knocked down, trampled upon, and their clothes torn, 

ut fortanately no one sustained personal injary. 
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DEATH FROM HYDROPHOSIA.— А death resulting from thie 
dreadful malady has o»curred in Bandon. It appears that about 
six months ago a fine powerful young man, named Joseph Hosford, 
a servant in tbe employment of the Earl of Bandon, was endea- 
vouring to administer а dose of castor oil to a huge mastif, who 
was fn the stable-yard at Castle Bernard. While so engaged, 
with thumb in the animal's mouth, the dog made а sudden 
snap, and drove two of his teeth with such force into the upper 
joimt of the thumb that they penetrated almost through the bone 
and produced a tedious wound, which it took several weeks to 
beal. Аз tho dog, who was merely suffering from an attack of 
worms, betrayed no trace of madness, the affair was soon forgotten, 
and no one thought anything more about the matter по] Thurs- 
day last, when poor Hosford for the first time betrayed unmistak- 
able symptoms of hydrophobia. When he was given a jiece of 
bread soaked in water be was seized with spasms, and spat it out 
violently ; and when he was shown a looking-glass the poor fellow 
mistook it for water, and immediately the frotbivg at the mouth 
became profuse, and his contortions terrible. Under the appear- 
алса of the first indication of this dire disease the noble family in 
whose employment he was called iu some of the first medical meu 
in Bandon, end telezraph.d to Cork for additional medical assist- 
ance; but all was in vain. An attempt was made to place bim 
under the inflaence of chloroform, but without success. Every 
effort which kindness could devise or medical skill could sccom- 
plish was tried, but without producing any apparent benefit [he 
unfortunate man suffered intevsely, and gradaally kept sinking 
until be died, which was on the second day after the first sy mp- 
toms became spparent. Le leaves а wife and two children. —Cork 
Examiner. 

BLASTING AN Immense CHALK Curr PY tHe hovAnL Ex- 
GUNEERS.—For several weeks past a runiber of Sappers and 
Miners from the Royal Exgineer establishment, at Chatham, in 
charge of Lieu'evant Thomas Fraser, have been employed in 
ssppicg and mining for destroying а portion of an immense cliff of 
chalk at Halling, in the occupation of Mr. Thomas Weekes, lime 
and cement manufactarer, near Rochester, the cliff being the pro- 
perty of Earl Darnley. Tbe evgineer efflser and men have been 
daily employed in driving galleries and sinking shafte, and all the 
necessary preparations for the blastiag of the cliff were completed 
on Saturday last. The chalk to be removed ia estimated to amount 
to about 100 000 tons; аод воте idea may ђе formed of the immenso 
blast required to dislodge such a huge mess, when it is stated that 
the quautity of gunpowder used in the operations weighed in the 
aggregate 9.400108. distributed in five charges There were four 
immense sh»fts bored in the summit of the chf, and these were 
carried down to adep h varying from 61 feet to 25 feet in the chalk 
In order to prevent accidents on the occasion of the explosion, the 
ground for s considerable distance round the base of cliff was 
keptclear by soldier& ‘The battery for transmitting the voltaio 
current to the charges was placed about 200 yarda from the shafts, 
the spark being conveyed by wires coated with gutta perche from 
the battery known as Grove's, having forty celle. The operations 
for blasting the cliff took plecs on Monday afternoon et 4 30, and 
nearly all the principal officers of the Bogei Engineers were 
present on the occasion: — Colonel arnesa, OB, the 
director of the Royal == [Wr establishment at Brompton; the 
Earl of Darnley, Colonel T. B. Oollineon, instructing engineer 
officer; Colonel J. F. M. Browne, O B., field officer of military die- 
cipiine ; Colonel Lovel, C B., and many other officers of distinction, 
were present. The effect of the explosion was not only grand but 
wonderful; the whole crown of the extensive rock was lifted up 
several feet, aud the ground for some distance vibrated under the 
feet of the numerous body of spectators, and everything went off 
very satisfactorily. The chalk thus blown down is some of tho 
best for lime aud cement purposes, and of course valuable.

Robgon returned to London, having accepted an 
offer from Mr. Farren, the lessee of the Olympic 
T beatre. His success was vow placed beyond 
doubt, and so high an appreciation did metropolitan 
audiences evince of bis peculiar talents that tbe 
pieces played at the Није theatre ia Wycb-street 
were mainly select with a view of affording a 
vehicle for theire ‘bition. 

Mr. Robson w. а perfectly original actor, with 
a style peculiar] his own In parts where there 
is a transition om tbe intensity of human passion 
to tbe grotes ve drollery of burlesque, he was, per- 
hape, uneq lled. To enumerate the many parts 
in which be was great, would fiil pages. One of 
his prinsipal characters was that of Medea, in the 
burlesque of that name. Few men ever evoked 
greater laughter than Mr. Robson did in the 
eharacter in which he із here represented. The 
news of his death, we feel assured, will be received 
with universal regret. 

We ex'ract the following from a leader in the 
Daily Telegraph : — 

" There died but а few days ago a wonderful 
little mau, who belonged distinctly to the class of 
original natures—a httle man whose art, conven- 
tionally speakiog, was very humble—who every 
night bad to psint his face and make a crowd 
laugh or cry as he listed. A strange career was 
that of Frederick Kobson. As we read of bis 
early struggles we think of two other histrione who

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rose to greater eminence from as bnmble a com- 
mencement. We think of a slender Jewish maiden 
who was wont to sing, to the accompaniment of an 
old guitar, in Paris cafes; who had as much genius 
when she thus amused the idlers of the boulevards 
as when she was famous throughout Europe. We 
remember how long and trying was her probstion, 
but how atlast, when she got the chance, Rachel sent 
a strange thrill through every heart, as she ce- 
claimed the burning, terrible, unholy passion of 
Phedre, or, with the tricolor flag wrapped around 
her, sang like an inspired prophetess the stormy 
melody of the ‘ Marseillaise.’ We recall a way- 
ward little fellow, who got his living as а stroller 
in country barns, or, at the beet, played harleqnia 
at provincial theatres; who at length made bis 
appearance on & London stage; whose figure was 
diminutive, whose voice was hoarse end busky, 
but in whose eyes there was a wild fire, in whose 
gestures there was genios ; and we remember how 
a great critic said thet to see Edmund Kean was 
like ‘reading Shakspere by flashes of light 

ning’ " 

]t was not the lot of Robson, as it wag of Rachel 
and of Kean, to impersovify the loftier emotions— 
to declaim the polisbed Alexandrines of Racine, or 
the magnificent blank veree, infinite in ite richness 
and variety, of Skakspere. Much humbler were 
the parts that he had to play ; but be had a fiery 
gr vius which lit up even the lowest subjects. Oat 
of materials trivial and unworthy he could elabo- 
rate characters that startled you by their weird, 
wild force. In his spparently reckless drollery 
there was an undercurrent of pavsion whose 
strength and rapidity were amazing. You saw 
capering about the stage, absurdly clad, pow 
mouthing tumid bombast, now chanting seme 
street song, а strange figure—one of the quaintest 
of buffoons. Nothing more? Of & sudden, the 
actor would be in earnest; the eyes that had 
been winkiog with a knowing vulgarity all at 
once Jooked you full in the face, mastered you 
at a glance; there was a passionate cry. а taunt- 
ivg sbout, or a wail of utter heartrending misery 
in the voice which had just been trolling & Cock- 
ney ditty; and then, ere your tears, во strangely 
surprised from you, were dry, the mime was again 
praucing or strutting, all the earnestuess gone vut 
of him, a mountebauk, but one of bewildering and 
fanta-tic freake—of swift and perplexing changes. 
What was this new phenomenon? Had the man 
mistaken his vocation? Yoa could fancy for a 
moment, вв you watched him, that from those lips 
there would come with a new force the terrible 
curse of Lear, or the miserable pleading of the 
broken king witn his cruel daughters. Presto, avd 
all was over—he was again a ‘low comedian.’ 
Wonderful were those transitions of his. He was 
emphatically and singularly а nineteenth century 
actor. He would bave been out of place in avy 
age which less strikingly than our own mingled a 
sense of the ludicrous even with Ив earnest- 
ness.”

longed operations. The result ia a victory for the Confederates, 
who appear to have repulsed and routed their enemies with a com- 
pleteness surpassing every former event of the campaign. It ap- 
pears that General Grant's movement to tho north of the James 
was intended as a feint to distract the attention of the Confederates 
while & great awault was made on Petersburg. He probably 
thought the enemy might believe that at the close of July he would 
wish to remove his army from the position it held, and either to 
bring the campaign to an «ud by an attack on Richmond, or to re- 
tire from that part of Virginia altogether. He might naturally 
reckon that the Confederates would diminish their vigilance in the 
defence of Petersburg when he gave signs of moving in auother 
direction. Hence, after sending two corps of his army across the 
James River, so аз to distract the attention of his adversary, he 
suddenly exploded & mine and blew up а fort, with the 250 Con- 
federates who defended it. An assault was then made by General 
Barnside, who seized the rained fort and the works beyond it, and 
then pushed on to the second line of defences. But the anticipa- 
tion of the Federals that they would find bat little opposition was 
disappointed. They were received with a deadly fire and driven 
back ; and the Confederates then charged and routed them, retaking 
the works which had been carried at the first rush. This repulse 
is probably not less severe than апу that have preceded it. In the 
last great batile before General Grant attacked Petersburg the loss 
of the Federals is said to bave amounted to 6,000 men, and to have 
been sustained in а few minutes from the fire of the Confederate 
artillery. The present disaster must have been of the same nature. 
The Confederates have been engaged on the works of Petersburg 
sinoe the time the General Grant appeared before it, and they have, 
no doubt, made it as strong as Richmend itself.

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THE LATE FATAL AOCIDENT AT WIMBLEDON. 


Mn. Упллам CARTER, the coroner for East Burrey, on Monday 
morning resumed the inquest at the Rose and Crown Tavern, 
Wimbledon, upon the body of Thomas Cooper, the unfortunate 
private of the Coldstream Guards who was shot while acting as 
marker during the late meeting of the National Rifle Association. 

When the inquest was opened, Thomas Hulme, a private in the 
Ist battalion of the Coldstream Guards, described what Ооорег was 
doing when the shotstrack him. Isaac Wayman, а corporal in the 
same battalion, proved that a: two o'eloek on tbe 2165 of July tbe 
firing was stopped for an hour, and the flag stood at “ danger" to 
keep from firing. Just before hearing of the acotdent he saw 
в rifle in the bands of Sergeant Roberts (who was placed under 
arrest), bat he did not know that he fired the shot which strack 
Cooper, although he heard another explosion.

I was one of the officers of the regular army àp- 
pointed by the National Association to see the registries kept and 
orders préserved relative to the shooting. At about three o'clock I 
was at the 500 yards’ pool frget, and bad c of 1, 2, and 3 
ranges. Atthis time the signal gun had fired before shooting re- 
commenced. The red danger signals were flying at the targets—at 
1, 2, 3, 4, 5; àt ajl but 6, which was not visible to me. It was

The firat 
questión for the jury to determino was whether Cooper died ia con- 
sequence of а gun-shot wound, and whether it was clear that 
Roberts, and no one else, fired. If they found that in tbe sffirma- 
tive, then came another important question, which he would 
*Xplain. The Coroner explained the taw bearing upon the case, 
sud said that if they believed that Roberta disregarded the rules by 
which he ought to have teen guided, it would be their duty to send 
the case to a superior court for adjudication; otherwise, they would 
acquit Sergeant Roberts by finding that death was caused acci- 
dentally. 

Tne ота was then cleared, and after an hour's absence the jury 
found @ verdict of * Homicide by misadventure,” accompanying it 
with an opinion that Roberta had been careless. He was discharged 
¿mid cheers from the assembled public.

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BHOCKING DISCOVERY AT GLASGOW. 

Tre Glasgow Herald tells a ead story:—Sone few years ago а 
mes'er mariner, named Siewart, came to live in Glasgow, accom- 
panied by two sisters, aged about forty-four and thirty-cight years 
respectively. Four years ago Captain Stewart died iu Africa, aud 
the two sis'ers shut themselves up in their honge refusiog to hold 
any intercourse with th» outer world. Оп Wednesday a warrant 
to search the house was ob'ained, »nd the place was entered by the 
police, accompanied by two medical men. On the right of the 
lobby was seen a dining-room, parlour, and bedroom, tilled with 
excellent furniture, but overlaid with a thick coating of dust, which 
evidently had never been disturbed for years. On the leit was a 
room from which all furniture had beea removed, and the floor of 
which was covered with а boriid accumulation of refuse and filth 
of every description. In the kitchen there were two or three 
seattered books lying om the drearer. In the fireplace were some 
agher, bat to all appearance there had been по Фе in the grate for a 
lengthened period, and the closest scrutiny of the apartment failed 
to discover anything in the shape of food. The whole of the open 
rooms having been examined, the visitors next addressed them- 
selves to the elosed door of a chamber lying between tha kitchen 
aud the spartment which had been used as an ashpit When they 
tried to open this door a loud scream issued from witht, and strange 
shrill voices asked who was there. Answer wae made to the effect 
that it was the police, and a request made that the door should be 
opened. The voices resp^nded that the place was the house of Cod, 
that the real of the Apostle Peter wag on the lock, and that the 
Visitors were not the police, but belonged to the Free Church, and 
were sent by the Free Church Presbytery. It was in vain that the 
party repeated that they were the potica, and had nothing to do 
with the Free Ohurch; they found the inmates of the chamber 
inexorable, and were at last obliged to force open the door. They 
found а darkened apartment, and near the door coold be observed 
a haggard-loobiog female, who wade а great outcry aboat the in- 
trusion. The other inmate of the room could not at this time be 
teen, but her voice chimed with that of her companion, and she 
was speedily discovered huddled up in a remote corner. With a 
great deal of trouble the two wretched creatures were got into the 
lobby, and then into the dusty dining-room. They resisted with 
what little streog!h they had, and earnestly begged that they should 
not ђе taken out, that they should be led back again to the house of 
God. When got out into the light the appearance they presented 
was shocking in the extreme. ‘hey seemed to be emaciated, as if 
from semt-starvation. Their spparel consisted of some scanty 
underclothing, in a filthy condition, and old black merino жтарр тв, 
and no shoes or stockings. Their hands and faces looked as it they 
had not been washed for years, and their hair hung about their 
faces and over their shoulders in matted and сп velled masses. 
When taken into the dining-room the unhappy creatures became 
wild with exoltement. They seemed p-reuaded ¿nat their visitors 
were spirít& and flung themselves about with the utmost vio- 
lence in order to escape from theic custody ; and it was only when 
Dr. Liddell threatened to pour some water over their heads 
that they became comparatively calm. ‘bey still, however, 
clang tenaciously to the notion that the party before them 
consisted of spirits from the other world, and prayed earnestly to 
God to protect them from the spirits that had come to injure them. 
In all their words aud gestures it was observed that the younger 
of the two took the lead, and that the other repeated with parrot- 
like imitation whatever her sister ssid or did. The younger woman, 
indeed, seemed to have estarlished a sort of asceodancy over the 
elder, and when the latter attempted to put a word in, as if on her 
own footing, ber sister would turn sharply about and tell her to 
hold her tongue and sit down, as she bad lost her mind—a rebuke 
whioh seemed always to be taken with meek acquiescence. After 
they had been some time in the dining-room one of them fixed her 
еуез оп Mr. Superintendent fa'Call, and after looking earnestly at 
bim, shouted out, “Newton of Ayr, Newton of Ayr; are you 
M'Call's brother of Newton of Ayr?” and went on to ask our 
worthy superintendent of police if he had been long dead. Mr. 
M‘Oall tried (о re-assure her, and a:ked her to feel his hands, and 
to ascertain that he was alive, She refused, however, to touch him 
or any one else in the room; and when any one went near she 
cried to them to stand back, as they were ali spirits. When two 
policemen in uniform came into the room they both fastened their 
eyes eagerly on the bright buttons, cried out that here were two 
spirits of the Glagow police, and wanted to know how long they 
had been dead. While this strange scene was going forward in the 
dining-room, the apartment from which the two women had been 
removed was subjected to scrutiny. In order to admit the light of 
day it was necessary to remove three black shawls, which bad been 
nated one over the other across the window. When these had 
been taken down, and the dust-covered curtain drawn up, а 
miserable spectacle presented itself. The floor was covered in most 
parts to the thickness of about а foot with ashes and rubbish. In 
the fireplace was a great heap of ashes, with a small fire smoulder- 
ing on the top—the fire standing out from the chimney altogether, 
and sending its smoke up along tho wall of the room, which was 
thickly coated with soot. The only furniture in the room consisted 
of a low bedstead covered with some filthy bedding, a chest of 
drawers, а stool, and а broken chair. On the drawers were a few 
booke scattered about, and on a plate was a picce cf возр, with в 
few dry crusts of bread, which only & person in a state of starvation 
could have eaten. In one of tbe drawers was found a purse, contain- 
ing le 5d.; but beyond the crusts referred to no trace of food was 
anywhere visible. The «retched condition of the women cannot 
have arisen from poverty, as there was discovered on the person of 
one of them the sum o! £4 in bonk-notes, together with a cheque 
on tbe Bank of Scotland for £288. It is etated, moreover, that they 
were in receipt of some emali annuity, settled on them by their de- 
ceased brother. Bome diffloalty was experienced in removing them 
from the honse, but at last they were got into a osb and conveyed 
to the asylum. 


А CRUEL Faraer.—An act of extraordinary atrocity caused the 
utmost indignation in the Rue du Haut-Transit, Paris, a few days 
since, As a person, named Danez, was passing along the street, he 
heard piercing cries from one of the houses, and on looking up saw 
smoke issuing from a window on the second floor. He entered the 
house, rushed up-staire, and finding the room door locked, forced it 
open. He then saw а heap of rags burning on the fluor, and close 
by it lay a boy, eleven years of age, with his hands tied behind him 
and fastened by а rope tothe wall. As the child was nearly in- 
sensible from suffooation, he carried him to the nesrest polioe- 
station, where means were succesefuliy employed to revive him. 
The boy was at first too frightened to angser the questions put to 
him, but on being assured of protection, he stated that his name 
was Harsonneau, and his father, who is а rag gatherer, after tyiog 


his hands, bad laid hic on the floor, placed a heap of rags by bis | 


side, to which he set fire, and then went ont avd locked the Cour. 
Police agents were immediately sent in search of the ofender, and 


they found hia near his lodging, evidently waiiug to learn tbe | 


result of his crime. An inquiry has been instituted (о asceriain the 
motives which impelled him to commit such an abomizab'e act. 
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A DANGEROUS VOLUNTEER. 


Ar tha Middlesex Sessions, George Bowden, wearing the light uni- 
form of the Tower Hamlets Volunteers, was convicted of a violent 
assualt with his bayonet upon the person of Charles Lotiel. 

T be following is the principal evidence :— 

Charles Tottel said, on Tuesday evening, the 2.d inst, ho was 
in the bast !ndia-road, near Orien'al-strcet, with a friend, when 
they beard в cry of police aud some women s voices calling tor pro- 
teciion. He went up and saw the prisoner struggling with а man. 
The woman made а complaiut, and bis friend tiicd 10 separate һе 
prisover aud the other man, when the prisoner seiged bold of bim 
aud struck him with his drawn bayonet. It was not a blow but a 
thrust’ The prieoner then scratched witness's face. A policeman 
then came up, and he gave the prisoner in charge. When at the 
station the prisoner expressed his regret at what had occurred, and 
offered to pay eny doo:or' bill, ès he did not kuow what he was 
doing at the time ; be had bea, he said, to a regimenial dinner, 
and bad had too mech to driuk. 

John Richardson said be was with his friend the last witness. 
The prisoner had his bayonet drawn when he went up to him. 
He said to him “ Well, mate, you had better put that instrument 
up.” He replied, “ You ; ГИ put it into you.” He seized 
witness by the collar, thrust him up agsiost the fence, and drew 
his hand back with the bayonet in it, as if going to strike wich the 
point of it. The last witness came up and pusued him (;risoner) 
away. The prisoner fell ou his back, with bis head on бо road 
aud his feet on the path. Тое man who had been stn gg 'ug with 
the prisoner ren away. The last witness ran to the р:і on rto hold 
bim and keep his bayonet down. The prisoner, who waa rank, 
was then given into custody. 

Bevjamin Lovell, 188 К, sa'd he was on duty in the East Траја- 
road, Poplar, at the time this occurred. He heard some one say, 
“ Here's а row, lets go and seo; heres a volunteer with bis 
bayonet drawn.” Нева а шап гол away, and then saw the pri- 
воцег with the bayonet ín his band. Witness went up to him and 
asked him to give his bayonet ep, which ђе refused to do. Witness 
seized hold of him, threw him down, and forced tbe bayonet out of 
bis haud. The prosecutor then charged the prisoner, who appeared 
like а madman. 

Michael Grant, 5, Margeret-atreet, Upper North-street, Poplar, а 
seaman, said, hearing cries, he went up and saw the prisoner, who 
caught hold of him, and made a “ prod" at him with hie bayonet. 
Witness stepped quick aside, and the point of the bayonet caught 
his hip bone. When the prisoner thrust at him he said, “ What 
the —— have you got to do with it?” The prisoner was taken to 
the station, when he expressed his regret at what had occurred. 

The captain of the prisoner's company gava the prisoner a good 
character, and said he had come from a regimenta) dinner when this 
occurred 

Mr. Payne said he could not pass over such an offence as the pri- 
soper had been guilty of without some punishment, which he ho 
would bea warning to the prisoner and other volunteers not to 
make use of the weapons that were placed in their pessession. If 
they went to regimental dinners it would be quite as well if they 
left their arms at home, for they could have no use for them at а 
dinner table. The sentence upon the prisoner was that ће be im- 
prisoned for one month, and enter into his own recognizanoes in а 
»um z £26 to keep the peace to all her Majesty's subjects for twelve 
months. 


MURDER ON THE HIGH SEAS. 

A German sailor, named Adolph Bjornsen, about thirty-five years 
of age, was brought before the Southampton borough mag trates, 
charged with the wilful murder of the captain of the ba чое Gug- 
tave Adolphe, ап English registered vessel, ou the high seas, on 
the 21st of June last. From the evidence of Mr. Peters n, the first 
mate, it appeared that the vessel left London on the 7th of May, 
China being her destination. Whea they were within about five 
dayo’ sail of Pernambuco the first mato was in hie cabin, the time 
being 9 30 am, when he heard a noise proceeding from the captain’s 
cabin. He immediately went there, and fouud the prisoner іо the 
cabin with the captain. A« soon as he (prisoner) saw bim he 
raised a pistol and fired at him, but the shot missed Witness then 
went again on deck, followed by prisoner, who still held in his 
hand a double-barrelled revolver. Tho captain came on deck 
shortly afterwards, and asked where the second mate was, meaning 
the prisoner, and whether he had not been secured. Prisoner was 
standing near at the time, and he turned round and deliberately 
shot the captain through the head, one shot striking him under the 
left eye, and another in the centre of the forehead. The captain 
fell, and after lingering for about half an hour, being totally speech- 
less during the whole of that time, he died. Prisoner in the mean- 
time had betaken himself to the captain's cabin, where he remained 
for a considerable time, the crew being unable to get at him, as he 
had obtained possession of all the firearms. He afterwards re- 
Appeared on deck, heavily armed, and proceeded to lower the life- 
boat, into which he got, and at once started from the vessel. It 
was then about half-past two in the morning. Shots were fired at 
him, bat it was exceedingly dark at the time, and they did not take 
effect. As soon ae the day dawned all eyes were strained in order 
to discover, if possible, some trace of the prisoner, aud his boat was 
discerned in the distance, lyitg like the veriest speck on the 
waters. The vessel went immediately iu pursuit, and came up 
with him about ten o'clock. Shots were tired at the prisoner's 
boat, which was completely riddled, and when it was in a sinking 
s'ate the jolly-boat telonging to the ship, and manned at the time 
by six of the crew, was sent to resoue the prisoner, who was placed 
in irons as goon as reached, and was then conveyed to tbe vessel, 
where he remained in continement until Pernambuco was reached. 
He was then arraigned before a naval court, when depositions were 
taken, and the Euglish consul then directed his removal to this 
coun'ry. Upow examiniog the captain's body, the chief mate 
fouud, in addition to the wouuds above referred to, that one of bis 
arms bad been broken, and the flesh pierced as if by a tomahawk. 
There was also а hole on tbe top of bia head, as if made bys 
similar instrument. A quantity of blood wus discovered in ihe 
Captain's cabin, and the sofa and other articles bore marke of rough 
usage. It was stated that no disagreement had tasen place between 
the captain and the prisoner. At the close ot the chief mate's evi- 
dence the prisoner was remanded for a week, in order that the 
register of the vessel m'ght bo produced, Mr. Mackey, who ap- 
peared for the prisover, expressing a дос; as to whocher it was 
authorized to carry the English flag.

LORD BROUGH4M ON EDUCATION. 


Lorp Brovenam presided at the annual distribation of the prizes 
awarded in the competitive examinations in the rural deanery of 
Wighton, Combériand. The prizes are given by Mr. George Moore, 
of the firm of Copestake, Moore, and Оо., London. 

Lord Broucsam, in opening the proceedings, said—I am sure it 
gives me very great satisfaction indeed to assist at this meeting, 
and to see that so many children are taught, and well taught, in 
those most important matters which chiefly refer to their good—L 
mean especially in religious instruction—(hear, hear)— because it is 
impossible to deny that at this time we live in an age when there is 
a very great prevalence—f will not say in England, bat in various 
patte of the world—of irreligious publications. (Hear, hear) I 
chiefly refer to the Continent; but those publications have lately 
increased to an extraordinary extent both in Germany, and Italy, 
and France—publications the more dangerous from their subtie 
nature—(hear, hear)—their pretended abundance in reasoning 
and false reasoning—(hear)—but in those false reasoninge they 
have been most mischievous. 1 don't think that they have extended 
to any great degree in this country, nevertheless there have been 
toms even in England, though by no means to the same 
e&tent, happily, that has prevailed on the Continent. (Hear, hear.) 
Grest pains have been bestowed at all times upon the educatioa of 
the higher classes of this country, aud algo the humblest classes of 
ail; bat what was wanted was that which prevails to a great extent 
in this conntry, but it is in some parts of the country very defective 
—I mesa attention to the education of the middle classes. Those 
middle classes, though by no means so numerous as the working 
classes, or өтөй the upper classes, yet are of the greatest possible 
importance for the good of the community, and the well-being of 
society itself. And this attracted the attention of the Association 
for the Promotion of Social Science so much that they lately pre- 
sented by а deputation of their numbers to the visitors & represen- 
tation strongly urging the issuing of а commission to examine the 
whole subject That deputation, which I had the honour of head- 
ing and presenting to the ministers, was attended by many most 
important members, among others the Bishop of London, whose old 
connexion with Rugby School made him a very high authority 
upon the subjeo Lord Lyttelton, Lord Fortescue, and various 
other members of the sgsooiation. 16 hed the effect, £ rejoice to 
say, that after being duly considered, a commission has been issued, 
or is at this moment on the point of issuing, to examine the whole 
subject. (Cheers.) His lordship, in c:lling upon the meeting at the 
close of the proceedings to sing the National Anthem, said it con- 
tained a most importent principle, fo: it said— 

May she defend our laws, 
And ever give us cause 
То sing wih heart апд volca 
God save the Queen, 
Tho meaning of that was manifest, that if she did not defend our 
laws—if she did not give us cause to sing that with heart and 
voice— we should not sing “God save the Queen” (Hear, hear. 
That wag most safe to aay upon th» present ocossion, for we hi 
not the slightest shadow of risk that that illustrious person our 
Sovereign should mot give us cause to sing with heart and voice 
“ God save the Queen." (Hear, hear.) It was not so always. In 
the time of James ЇЇ we could not have suog “God save the 
King;” in the time of Charles 11 we could not have sung it; per- 
haps even in the time of Charles I—to say nothing of later 
sovereigns: (Laughter.) But of the present Sovereign he was per- 
fectly clear and certain they could sing with heart and voice, “ God 
aave the Qacon.” (Oneote.

Conspicnous at the sale was Colonel Mole. The colonel bid in 
a nervous and anxious manner for the very first batch of beer that 
was put up for sale, and he ran it up to any price The lot was 
knocked down to him; but, when it came to paying, (ће poor 
colonel had no cath to band over, for at the same time that all bia, 
liquor etores had been destroyed, his desk, aud with it his money,

Altogeiber, things were looking very bad towards the end of 
August. What with very little food and a profusion of nuisances, 
the abseves of all information, and the growing despair of the na- 
tives m garrison, matters were nearly at their worst. 

No better evidenca of loss of confidencs on tha part of the native 
forcas could be shown than in the alacrity about this time with 
which the few remaining officers’ servants bolted over to the 
enemy. 

However, the misfortane was still as etropg 28 ever. Every 
other condition of the сатр micht, change than the determination 
to hold out to tha last man. This determination never slackened 
for an honr, though that resistance was of the most laborious kind 
known fn warfare—that of counter-mining. 

Throughout the siege the enemy never relapsed in their endes- 
vonrs to undermine and tlow us пр in tree or four places at one 
and the samo time; when, had they enccoeded, they would have 
rushed in at the varions gaps mado in onr defences, and have lite- 
rally crushed us ont by the force of overwhelming numbers sweep- 
ing down upon a few weak and necessarily scattered men, women, 
and children. 

It was very hard work—connter-miuing—qnite equal to the 
navvy's employment in England. Bot, generally, we had success 
for our reward.

Witness put the bread so prepared im a | 
corner of tbe children's bedroom. be pert | 
morning, the rats not having esten it during the 
night, witness placed the bread snd butier om a 
shelf in the room. About nina o'elook on the 
Tuesday night witness heard load screams pro- 
ceeding from the children. Upon enteriug, witpess 
found his two children, George, aged tive years, 
and Thomas, aged four years, standieg in the 
room ia a great state of fright Fismes, or rather 
sheets of fire, were coming from the mouth of 
Thomas. The colour of tbe flames were blue 
and white. The boy seemed ia dreadful agony. 
Dr. Latbam wag sent for, and be used all the 
known remedies, bat without avail. The de- 
cessed continued ia an iosensib!e state until Sun- 
day, when ће died. All the poisoned bread and 
butter witness left on the shelf was gone. Wit- 
ness believed deceased had eatem it. The phos- 
phorus ia sold in packets for one penny each.

The Coroner said that the case showed gross 
carelessness ou the pact of both psrente. 

A juror saig that the case was а most peculiar 
one. Heand his brother jurors wished to view 
the room in which the children were left on the | 
night in question.
